When Mr. Boxwell gives the word that it 
is time for the cascades to show what they 
can do again, Mr. McKellen steps to the 
switchboard and moves a lever a notch or 
two and the huge pumps begin to ee. 
Gradually more power is given to them 
and their purr becomes a mutter and then 
a roar, as the big motor works up to a 
mile and a half a minute and the water 
rushes in from the lagoon through the 7x7 
feet flume, which narrows down to a 9- 
inch pipé six feet outside the pump room. 

Presently the pumps have developed 2000- 
horse power through the 6600 volts which 
are being fed to them from the mengyp rene | 
building, and the water is being force 
through smaller pipes to the.-three cas- 
cades and the niche. 

A Minch pipe carries the water to the 
Bottom of the central cascade, from where 
smaller pipes carry the water to the west 
cascade and to the niche. 

Now there is a great rumble and roar 
under the east cascade.

that rushed up through the engine room 
and flashed out about us. 

“The flames spread with the rapidity of 
an explosion, setting fire to the clothing of 
the women and children who were grouped 
about the engine room watching the ma- 
chinery. 


Flames Drive Them 
From Ice Cream Tables. 


“There was the most terrible panic as 
the burning women and children rushed out 
among those surrounding the ice cream and 
e0da water tables screaming with pain. 

“In the terrific scramble my mother and 
little brother were swept from me and 
carried toward the side, where the children 
and women, with their clothes burning, had 
begun to jump into the water. The flames 
spread in bursts that soon had the entire 
deck enveloped. 

“The crew were helpless to render any 
\ssistance or make efforts to check the ad- 
vanee of the fire. We were just passing 
through Ilel Gate when the fire started. 
(he captain headed the boat toward North 
lsrother island and the ilots, who were 
vith him, velled frantically to us to stay 
\board until they beached the boat. 

“But in a moment, after the flames had 
burnt from the engineroom, great numbers 
hegan to jump overboard: The women were 
vild with fright, and, snatching their chil- 
dren to them leaped into the whirlpoo.s. 
which carried them toward the rocks on 
toth shores.

“Tl endeavored for a few moments to 
break throu the crush and get to my 
mother and little brother, but I was swept 
into one corner of the boat and held there 
unable to move. 


Wind Drove Fire 
Over the Ship. 


“As the boat kept on her way the breeze 
drove the flames toward the after part 
of the ship, where those who, in their 
panic, had not jumped overboard were 


huddled together: 
“It seemed but a few seconds before 


the flames had swept down upon the chil- 


-dren who were struggling about the ice 


cream tables, and set their clothing ablaze. 
They all rushed to the after part of the 
ship in a stampede that carried those 
who were near the rail overboard, against 
their will. 

“At one time it seemed to me as if the 
women and children were pouring over 
the sides like a waterfall. As we made 
for the shore the captain blew his whistle 
in one continuous blast and soon boats of 
all descriptions were making for us from 
every side of the river. 

“I was rescued by a launch just as the 
boat settled close to the shore. 

“When she was grounged the flames had 
spread over the entire“ upper and lower 
decks.~ There were only a few spots on 
the boat untouched by the flames and in 
these were piled up men and women who 
had fainted and falling, pinned others to 
the deck. 

“The men from the tugs who could get 
near the steamboat shouted for those on 
board to jump, and then the small boats 
picked them up by the score. 
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Steamboat Had Only Recently Been Inspected and Was 
Pronounced in Good Condition for Excursion 
Purposes. 


NEW YORK, June 15.—There are 40 
bodies on North Brother Island, 18 on the 
fireboat Zopher Mills and 11 on Riker’s 
island. The board of health has sent 100 
doctors, and 500 policemen are on the scene, 

The excursion was in charge of the S8o- 
cial’ committee of the church, headed by 
Miss Mary Abendschein. In the minister's 
party, his son said, were the pastor, Miss 
Abendschein, Assistant Superintendent Carl 
Anger, William Schlafer, the pastor’s 
daughter, Gertrude; his sister, Miss Emma 
lIiaas, and W. B. Tetamore. 

At the office of the United States steam- 
boat inspection bureau it was said the 
Gen. Slocum was inspected on May 5 and 
Was reported to be in a thoroughly good 
condition, and ready for the excursion sea- 
son. Aboard the steamer was all the life 
saving apparatus required by law of 
steamers of her capacfity. 

The Gen. Slocum’s licensed captain is 
Capt. W. H. Vanschaick, one of the oldest 
excursion captains in New York harbor 

raters. 

The Slocum sailed from the foot of Third 
street, East river, shortly after 9 o'clock. 
The exact, point she ‘had reached when the 
flames were discovered in the forward part 
of the boat was off the ‘“‘sunken meadows,”’ 
at the extreme east end of Randall's 
Island. So quick was the spread of the 
flames that the captain of the Slocum could 
not turn and was forced to make head-on 
fors North Brother's Island under 
steam. 
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By the time the Slocum reached One 
Hundred and Thirty-fifth street, the ex- 
cursionists, driven to the rail, many of them 
with their clothing on fire, began to jump 
overboard by twos and threes. Whem One 
Hundred and Thirty-eighth street had been 
reached the heat from the fire had become 
so intense that men, women and children 
plunged overboard by the score. There was 
a terrific crash when the boat was beached 
at the reef at the northern end of North 
Brother's Island, where she rapidly burned 
to the water's edge. 

It is said the fire started in the lunch 
counter in the forward part of the boat. 
When the alarm spread among the pas- 


sengers, the hurricane deck was crowded, 
and, when off Oné Hundred and Thirty- 
Eighth street, this deck collapsed, 

Many persons were thrown into the 
water, but hundreds were precipitated into 
the lower deck, which was itself a mass of 
women and children. 

A tug of the New York Central railroad 
saved nearly a score of lives through the 
heroism of an unidentified man. This 
man stood on the paddle wheel box of the 
Slocum and passed women and children 
to the tug until he was driven back by 
the flames. He then jumped into the tug 
himself. Neither police nor firemen when 
they arrived waited to remove coats or 
clothes, but jumped overboard and saved 
a great many who would otherwise have 
drowned. 

Many of the bodies recovered were hor- 
ribly burned. Wreckers say that it will be 
hours before the fire in the hold of the 
boat is out and the bodies there can be re- 
covered. Both firemen and wreckers say 
that the greatest loss of life, extending 


into the hundreds, will be found in the 
hold.

| was nothing to do but jump overboard or 
be burned to death, 

Persons on the shore say that there were 
scores huddled in an upparently safe posi- 
tion on the hurricane deck with the breeze 
blowing the flames and smoke away from 
them, when suddenly the deck fell in. 
After the cloud of smoke had drifted 
away the observers looked back to where 
the crowd had been standing. The space 
was vacant. 

Many of the children picked up by small 
boats were lashed to camp stools and other 
iight boat furnishings, showing that some 
adult had tried to make the little ones safe. 
These precautions proved inadequate in the 
terrific current, and in the whirlpools, 

Very few of the children picked up had 
preservers. Children cannot get at 
the life preservers on excursion boats in 
the harbor. They are lashed to the ceilings 
over the decks and can only be reached by 
a tall person. 

Paul Lebenow, one of the passengers who 
was on board, says a ferryboat passed near 
the burning steamer but offered no assist- 
ance. Two policemen who had been as- 
signed to accompany the excursion, Jumped 
from the burning steamer and reached the 
shore in safety. One of them was slightly 
burned. 

Twenty-six unidentified bodies had been 
listed. All were women and children. 

Coroner’s Physician Weston has notified 
the morgue keeper that 1060 bodies are on 
the way to .the morgue on Massasoit. 

Superintendent of the Harlem morgue has 
asked the charities department for 200 
boxes in which tu put the bodies of those 
who perished in the disaster.

JUDGES HOLD TRIAL COURT 
SHOULD HAVE FREED SNYDER 


The reversal and remanding of the Sny- 
der case, which virtually dispose of the 
case, is based on the following points: 

First, the trial court erred in its instruc- 
tions to the jury by stating that the ques- 
tion whether the defendant Snyder was an 
inhabitant of Missourl was not to be con- 
sidered by them. 

Second, if the

trial court believed there 
was no evidence upon the subject or Snyder 
not being an inhabitant of Missouri, then 
there was no question as to his being a 
usual resident of Missouri, and the two 
statutory provisions being synonymous, the 
trial court should have sustained his de- 
murrer. 

Third, because the circuit attorney in- 
jected error into the case in his closing 
argument, calling attention to the fact 
that Suyder had not denied the statement 
of Councilman Uthoff. 

In speaking of the sufficiency of the in- 
dictment, upon the question as to wheth- 
er the. terms “‘inhabitant of’ and ‘usually 
resident’’ should be joined disjunctively 
or conjunctively, the court held: “It fol- 
lows that by charging that defendunt 
since the seid 224 day of March, 1598, has 
not been an inhabitant wr usually resident 
within the State of Missouri, the indltet- 
ment sutficlently ulleged facts which, if 
true, should remove the bar of the stat- 
ute of limitations otherwise apparent on 
the face of the indic@Ment, and it is not 
necessary to Alege ofye of the two, nor 
both conjunuctively, since taken together 
as a verb, they are one and the same. 
The learned circuit court, however, took 
a different view and instructed the jury 
that they had nothing to do with the 
question of whether the defendant was 
during the said period an inhabitant of 
the state, and instructed them that if 
after deducting from the time which had 
clapsed since the commission of the crime 
of bribery or attempted bribery and the 
finding of the indictment on April 6, 1902, 
Such parts of such time as they might 
find from the evidence the defendant was 
not usuaily resident within the state, less 
than three years remained, the prosecu- 
tion was not burred.”’ 

The court further said In reference of 
the right to a special trial upon his plea 
of the statute of limitations: “The next 
insistence relates te the demand of the de- 
fendant that he should have first had‘a 
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special trial on his special plea of the 
statute of limitations without pleading fur- 
ther. The circuit court denied this and di- 
rected a plea of;not guilty to be entered. 
There can be no cavil that the defendant 
was entitled to have the facts contained 
in his special plea tried by the jury, nor 
that his evidence to sustain the same was 
in fact submitted to them. The question 
here presented is as to the manner and 
order in which that plea was presented to 
the jury. It was unnecessary for the 
fendant to plead the statute of limitations, 
in order to alow him the benefit of it. It

CONDEMNED WOMAN 
GRANTED. RESPIT 


— 


Acting-Governor Wakelee of New 
Jersey Gives Anna Valentina New 
Lease on Life, 


NEWARK, N. J., June 15.—Anna Valen- 
tina, condemned to be hanged this morning 
in the Hackensack, N. J., jail, will not die 
today. Acting Governor E. W. Wakelee, 
president of the senate of New Jersey, 
granted a reprieve until July 6. 

A number of influential men went to 
Trenton to make a last plea for the wom- 
an's life. The Rev. R. W. Elliott, repre- 
senting a committee of leading men and 
women of Hackensack, headed a delega- 
tion from that city. 

Lawyer J. A. Trimble of Newark who had 
caused the condemned woman to be exam- 
ined by Dr. Megaro,” represented to the 
acting governor that she was afflicted with 
a species of hysteria that might have made 
her irresponsible at the moment she mur- 
dered Rosa Salza last March. Mr. Demar- 
est represented that although he had had 
the woman examined as to her sanity by 
a commission of* English speaking alienists, 
he now realized that it would have been 
better to have had an expert speaking 
Italian joined to that body. Therefore he 
asked for a reprieve to permit a new ex- 
amination. 

Acting Gov. Wakelee received, but did 
not make a part of the record in the case, 
a telegram from Secretary of State John 
Hay, saying he had been asked by the 


Italian ambassador on behalf of the lat- 
ter’'s government to do what he could to 
give another chance to, the doomed woman. 

Mr. Trimble, in hist address, said that 
ublic sentiment in New Jersey opposed 
he extremity of the sentence in this case 
as repugnant to its moral sense. 

Mr. Wakelee replied: 

“Tl cannot think that these representative 
and intelligent men would be here through 
any false sentiment. I would rather make 
a mistake on the side of the condemned, 
and I will, therefore, grant a reprieve of 
21 days. I do not consider it necessary to 
reconvene the board of pardons at this 
time, because there will be ample time for 
Gov. Murphy to do that when he returns.” 

When the secretary to the governor had 
served notice of the reprieve upon the 
sheriff, Mr. Demarest and Father Lambert 
told the woman for the first time that she 
was not to be hanged today. 

“A reprieve has been granted,” they said, 
‘but nothing can be promised. It is bet- 
ter for you not to hope too much. You 
must consider, for the present, that you 
have only three weeks of life remaining.” 

But no one In Hackensack believes now 
that Anna Valentina will ever see the gal- 
lows. Extraordinary efforts will be made 
to convince the court of pardons that the 
woman is insane. 

Mrs. Longstreet, one of the women em- 
ployed to watch her in her cell, partially 
confirms Dr. Megaro’s diagnosis of hysteri- 
cal insanity. She describes attacks during 
which Anna Valentina is seemingly beside 
herself. The condemned woman took the 
news of her reprieve with extraordinary
